We read a report by one of the 
U. S. immigrant officials about a 
year ago that described the hor- 
rible conditions these .immigrants 
from Mexico were forced to live in. 
It seems that the great farm asso- 
ciations had brought these people 
in to work . . . not to live or enjoy 
life. These men, and women, and 
children were huddled, when their 
day of work was done, into dingy, 
windowless, huts ... and at night 
...the doors were locked. Any 
protests were soon drugged out by 
filling them with cheap wine. Chil- 
éren without milk ... or enough 
covering at night. Babies being 
born without medical aid ... and|! 
dying the same way. When they 
had different fields to work they 
were transported like cattle in 
trucks, jammed squeezing full. 

But eventually the word got 
around. The Mexicans began to 
learn English, to learn American 
ways, and rights. They slipped in- 
to the cities and got better jobs. 
Others fell back into their tropical 
likes and went on relief rolls... 
and are still there. And the man 
that made the profits off of their 
labor lives in the big house on 
the hill. And you keep paying extra 
taxes to care for his discarded 
machinery. 

And the filipino farm help was 
the same until recently. Now they 
have a strong union and a 
smart filipino leader who has a 
splendid education. So the farmers’ 
federation wants the U. S. to let 
in 50,000 more Mexican immigrants 
for farm laborers. As a good neigh- 
bor policy they claim. 

Oh yes! This time the associa- 
tion doesn’t want the poor peon 
and his family to live in window- 
less huts, and have cold, coverless 
nights, and poor food. No sir! The 
association has a heart. Such 
cruelty as used to be practiced in 
the past will not be allowed by 
them. In fact, they have a plan. 
A plan that states that the U. §., 
government skould bring these 
50,000 workers to the west coast 
... Should house them in decent 
buildings and make sure of their 
health and happiness. And then, 
the farmers’ association will kindly 
give them good jobs for small pay. 
And all you have to do, my friend, 
is pay the taxes for the housing, 
ete.
